A Proclamation againſt vniuſt pretences for colou- 
ring of French goods,taken by way ofReprize. 


PR Fx Hereas Wee haue been inforced, for divers weighty and impor. 
% Jtant reaſons, to take the Shippes and goods ofthe French King and 
bis Subtects, either by Our owne Ships, oꝛ by the Ships of Our 
Y/ $>2//} ji| Dublects,autho2ized by Letters of Marque; and whereas Wee haue 
Auen authoꝛtty to diuers perſons of quality. by Commiſſion vnder the 
I Seale of Our Court of Admiralty , to make ſale of the goods c Mer⸗ 
chandizes, which haue been, oꝛ ſhall be ſo taken to our vle,foz Our beſt 
. \ AG; p2ofit, wherein notwithſtanding, Our purpoſe is, and Wee haue lo 
AE; LN 5 2 >; erp2eſſed and declared Our meaning to bee, that all iuſt pꝛoceedings 
[EZ 27/20 dal ve held,that vndercolour ofthe goodsofthe French King,ozhis 
Subiects, the Goods, Merchandizes, oꝛ Ships of Our own Subiects, oꝛ of any of Dur Friends 
oꝛ Allyes, ſhould not be ſold oꝛ diſpoſed of, oꝛ if they bee Bona peritura, either in their nature, oꝛ va⸗ 
lues, and fo are fitteſt to be pzeſently put to ſale, pet the pꝛoteed thereot ſhall be iuſtly accounted foz, 
and reſtoꝛed to the true owners thereof, when their Rights ſhall appeare vpon due eraminatt- 
on in Our Court of Admiraltie; Fozaſmnchas it falleth out very often, that ſometimes Our 
owne Dubtects, and ſometimes ſtrangers, are contented foꝛ the hope of gaine, oz foz other ſini⸗ 
ſter reſpects, to make pꝛetentes and claimes to thoſe Goods, oꝛ part thereof, to the great wzong 
of Us and Dur Subiects, who haue taken and bꝛought in theſame , and to the defranding and 
deluding of Juſtice ; Wee, by the adutce of Dur Þztuy Counſell, haue thought fit to giue a gene⸗ 
rall admonition and warning, to allperſons of what degree oꝛ quality loeuer, Whom it may con⸗ 
terne, that they, noꝛ any of them, doe from hentefooꝛth dare aduenture to raiſe, oz to matntaine, 
oꝛ defend ſuch vniuſt claimes oꝛ pꝛetences herealter: And therekoze Mee doe hereby publiſh and 
declare Pur Royall pleaſure to bee, and dos hereby will and command, that no perſon whatlo⸗ 
euer pꝛeſume hereatter to offend herein. 

And Mee do hereby further publiſh and declare Our will and Command to be that if any ot 
Our owne Subiects, oꝛ any other, being, oꝛ reſiding within any of Our owne Domintons.ſhall 
hereafter offend in any point. againſt the true intention ot this our Pzoclamation,cuery ſuch offen- 
doꝛ ſhall inturre Our heauy indignation, & that Our Attourney generall now, c foꝛ the time be⸗ 
ing, ſhall pꝛoteede againſt them in Our high Court of Starre- chamber, as perſons offending 
againſt publike Juſtice, and contemners of this Our Pꝛoclamation and Royall pleaſure ;and if 
any atteſtations ſhall be bꝛought from any State, Citie, Towne, oꝛ Perſon in foꝛraigne parts, to 
colour any ſuch Goods vnduely, and the lame ſhall in due courſe of Puſtice be diſcouered and pꝛo⸗ 
ued, Mee are reſolued ſo farre to vnderbalue the reputation of that State, Citie, Towne, & Per⸗ 
ſon, that neither e Dur ſelues noꝛ Dur Courts of Juſtite, ſhal at any time after giue any credit 
to the teſtimony oꝛ atteſtation ot thole, who haue once endeauoured in that manner to defrand 
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dn abule Us oꝛ Our people.
